WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP) 
— The House Appropriations 
Committee today ordered a ‘halt 
to the Government's low rent 
housing program as it cut deeply 
into the 1954 budget requests of 
23 federal agencies in the 80 
called independent offices appro- 
priations bill. 

Its action, if sustained by Con- 
gress, also would start getting the 
Government out of the mortgage 
end housing business by ordering 
ft to dispose of home mortgages 
it now holds and to refund local 
housing bonds held by the Pub- 
ne Housing Administration. 

By committee arithmetic 61 per 
cent or 35721, 423,897 was lopped 
from original Truman budget es- 
timates of $1,172,444,190 but some

Largest Cut Ever Made. 

The actual money cut was the 
largest ever imposed by the com- 
mittee in the in ndent offices 
bill, the first of the regular 1953 
money bills. It started the G.O.P. 
economy drive off with a bang. 

The committee asserted an 
eventual saving of $795,000,000 
would result from its recommen- 
dation that no new public housing 
units be started in 1954. 

Congress in 1949 authorized 
eonstruction of 135,000 housing 
units in each of six years start- 
ing July 1, 1949. On Feb. 28 of 
this year 78,182 units had been 
completed for occupancy, 88,177 
were under construction and 
8135 had been approved for con- 
struction. 


The 1952 appropriation bill cut 
to 35,000 the new housing starts 
during the present fiscal year, 
and President Truman proposed 
78,000 more units for fiscal 1954. 

The committee said the housing 
program is not justified and is 
not in accord with the program 
for economy and a balanced 
budget. It added that the Publie 
Housing Administration is having 
difficulty completing the occu- 
pancy of some units already built.

Senator Mundt (Rep.), South

rated Eisenhower's pronounce- 
ment “with Theodore Roosevelt’s 
speech when he advocated speak- 
ing softly but carrying a big 
stick.” 

However, Senator Green 
(Dem.), Rhode Island, said he be- 
lieves the President made “a tac- 
tical error” in laying down con- 
ditions upon which the United 
States might agree in making 
peace. 

Observing that it would be dif- 
ficult to learn if the Russians 
were complying with the condi- 
tions even if they accepted them, 
Green added: 

“Whether they say they will 
comply or not, the naming of cén- 
ditions complicates the problem 
of negotiation.” 

“Takes Initiative From Russia.” 

Senator Sparkman (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, said. however, he thinks 
Eisenhower is justified in laying 
down terms because the Presi- 
dent’s action takes the initiative 
away from the Russians. 

„We should seize and keep the 
initiative,” he declared. At the 
same time, we should let the Sov-

The President's speech was 
hailed by two of his severest crit- 
ics in the Senate, Morse (Ind.) 
Oregon, and Humphrey (Dem.), 
Minnesota. 

Morse said he was “thrilled by 


the speech . . . as 1 seldom have 
been thrilled by a public utter- 
ance.” He said Eisenhower's pro- 
gram “takes the initiative on the 
peace issue.“ 

Humphrey sent Eisenhower a 
telegram saying his speech was 
“a demonstration of effective 
democratic leadership” and prom- 
ising his support “in your effort 
to meet aggression and totalitari- 
anism with courage and deter- 
mination.” 


Senator Russell (Bem.), Geor- 
gia, praised the President's chal- 
lenge to the Russians and said that

As foreign policy, some foreign 
diplomats wondered whether the 
speech laid down terms so tough 
they might discourage the Krem- 
lin from Whatever thoughts about 
a settlement it might be enter- 
taining. 

The President said truce in Ko- 
rea was the first step on the road 
to peace, and on this point Wash- 
ington- and Moscow appear to be 
in agreement.

Presumably the speech had a deeper purpose 
also. If that was to evoke a favorable response 
from the Sov.et ld, looking toward diplomatic 
agreements, the effects are more difficult to 
estimate. The President spoke in more specific 
detail about disarmament than about some of the 
difficult immediate issues which must inevitably 
be settled before a disarmament treaty can even 
be considened. 

Thus on the questions of Germany, Austria, 
southeast Asia and other areas of tension the 
President confined himself to restating previous- 
ly taken positions. In most respects the tone 
of his speech fortunately avoided that of laying 
down hard and fast “conditions” on which the 
nation would be willing to negotiate settlements. 

That was wise because if there are to be 
settlements they will come not from the laying 
down of rigid terms but by hard, painful and no 
doubt exasperating negotiations. As the Presi- 
dent said with respect to disarmament, “The 
formula matters less than the faith—the good 
faith without which no formula can work.”

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Unfair Attack on Filled Milk 

The dairy lobby is having a distressing time 
bringing itself up to date. No sooner has it dis- 
covered that margarine is here to stay than it 
begins trying to legislate filled-milk products out 
of the picture. The filled-milk bill which has 
been killed and then revived at Jefferson City 
is the old margarine battle all over again: An 
effort on the part of one competitor to beat an- 
other competitor by protecting the consumers 
from buying what they prefer. 

Filled milk is skim-milk reinforced by vitamins 
and vegetable oils. It is marketed in liquid 
form, as in Milnot, and in frozen desserts, such 
as Freezert. Many people buy these in prefer- 
ence to whole milk and ice cream, as attested by 
the effort of their competitors to do them in. 
As long as they are plainly labeled as being what 
they are, there is no good reason why consumers 
who prefer the economy should not enjoy the 
advantage of buying them. Trying to kill off 
competition by legislation, instead of standing 
up and competing like sturdy enterprisers, no 
more ingratiates the dairy lobby with the public, 
now that filled milk is the object of attack, than 
it did when the target was margarine.

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Fresh Start in the Oil Case 


In its decision to go ahead with a civil action 
in the oil cartel case, the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration apparently means business. 

Attorney General Brownell said in announcing 
it that “in view of existing world tensions, the 
necessary enforcement of the anti-trust laws 
against an alleged world petroleum cartel 
should, in the interests of the national security, 
be pursued through civil proceedings.” 

To put it more plainly, the Attorney General 
said that if the charges against a group of oil 
companies are true, the national security is af- 
fected, and enforcement of the law is necessary 
to break up a combination in restraint of trade. 

The decision of Mr. Brownell, in conference 
witn President Eisenhower and Gen. Bradley, 


to drop the criminal actiqn ahd proceed on civil 


grounds, was expectable. The Truman .Admin- 
istration arrived at the same conclusion nine 
days before it went out of office. Like Attorney 
General McGranery before him, Attorney Gen- 
eral Brownell confronts one central problem. 
Can he obtain from the oil companies the docu- 
ments needed to show whether the charges 
are true? 

The charges against the oil companfes have 
been made on authority which commands atten- 
tion. The Federal Trade Commission supplied 
the basic documentation. Senator Hennings of 
Missouri said the alleged cartel had taken ex- 


‘ cessive profits amounting to 12 billion dollars 


in the last six years and now running at the 
rate of three billions a year. The Mutual Se- 
curity Administration said it had been over- 
charged $50,000,000 in foreign aid oil shipments 
to Europe and suit was filed for recovery. 


If these statements are true, the American 


taxpayer is being bled and the economic recov- 


’ ‘ 


for the improvement of election procedures and 
the eonsequent ‘encouragement in the basic 
activity of democracy—voting. 


Who Gets the Process? 


Another serious question has arisen about Sec- 
retary of rior McKay's plan to dispose of the 
government synthetic fuel plant at Louisiana, Mo. 
This question involves not the plant but the 
process. : 

Mr. McKay has already disclosed that five 
private companies are interested in the Louisiana 
plant. Is it the plant they are interested in, or 
any potential patents involved in making oil out 
of coal? 

Representative Carl D. Perkins, from the Ken- 
tucky coal country, raised this question. He says 
the Louisiana experiments have gone so far that 
within two or three years the hydrogenation 
process might be subject to patent. The implica- 
tion is that any private purchasers might even- 
tually acquire the patents. 

The Government has spent $75,000,000 on the 
Louisiana experiment. It is public property and 
the benefits should belong to the public. Syn- 
thetic fuel could be invaluable to the nation in 
wartime, and holds promise for peaceful uses 
too. 
Any patents that might come out of the work 
at Louisiana should be held for the public. This 
is necessary not only to protect the taxpayers’ 
investment, but also to protect a future synthetic 
fuel industry from possible monopolistic control. 

Secretary McKay should make his position 
clear on this point. He stiould tell the public 
not only who wants the Louisiana plant but why. 
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A Kind Word Between Fillings

The story that nobody loves dentists is not a 
factual account, it is a work of fiction, a joke; 
and like the story that nobody loves mothers-in- 
law, fat men, and boys with dirty ears, it is not 
a good joke. We do not go so far as to say 
dentists are man’s best friend, but they are very 
o.k., and it would be nicer to see a dentist you 
hated to perdition, than anyone else you loved to 
distraction, if your teeth hurt. . 
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Science Is Not Enough 

Charles H. Malik, the Lebanese envoy to Wash- 
ington, is a man whose intellect has given 
far more prestige in international politics than 
his portfolio could ever command. So it is in- 
teresting that, as this year’s Green Foundation 
lecturer at Westminster College, he should have 
taken for his theme the warning that modern 
science may destroy modern man. 

Just because it is so frequently heard these 
days, this theme is anything but trite. Actually, 
it reflects perhaps Our deepest and most wide- 
spread: fear. A civilization which had based all 
hope of progress on science was suddenly 
appalled by the destructive potential of science 
when the first atomic bomb fell on Hiroshima. 
The trouble, however, is not so much with 
science as with the failure of so many of us to 
have any other refuge than science. 

It does not make sense to call for a morato- 
rium on scientific investigation or to put hobbles 
and blinders on scientists. It must be counted 
as a gain each time mankind’s knawledge of nat- 
ural phenomena is enlarged. But what is done, 
with that knowledge, how it is applied, is not 
a matter for science at all. That falls in the 


realm of the philosopher, the moralist and the 


politician. 

But this is just what many “moderns” had 
forgotten. They had become obsessed by the 
“scientific method.” They had begun to talk 
about the “social sciences.” The older disci- 
plines of ethics and morality were to be aban- 
doned as obsolete. Everything: henceforth was 
to be funnelled through a laboratory, and the 
laboratory was to produce all the answers. 

If Hiroshima marked the beginning of the end 
of that heresy, then it may yet be counted as a 
very great blessing.

Twenty-one former Soviet doe- 
tors interviewed by Field indi- 
cated that much of their time 
was taken up with malingerers 
and that it complicated the prac- 
tice of medicine. 


Another element plaguing the 
Soviet doctor is the fear of gov- 
ernment agents who act as pa- 
tients and try to entice the physi- 
cian into illegal action. 

If a * fails to sign a 
“sick slip” he stands a chance 
the patient might vent his spleen 
in a letter to the editors of news- 

papers. Doctors fear this since

prelude to more unpleasant con- 
sequences. 

In addition to interviewing 
former Soviet doctors, Field ques- 
tioned 1600 former Russian citi- 
zens. His study indicates Soviet 
doctors are not allowed to grant 
a medical excuse to anyone claim- 
ing to be sick who does not have 
a temperature above a certain 
minimum. 


Field said excuse quotas are es- 
tablished and a doctor who goes 
over the top has to account for it. 

“Patients may take revenge on 
the physician by initiating griev- 
ances with a labor union or the 
Ministry of Health,” Field said. 
“To incur the displeasure of the 
patient may thus have dire con- 
sequences, particularly if the state 
is interested in arranging a dem- 
onstration trial to display its 
concern for the welfare of the 
toilers.” 


Field said that in many cases 
Soviet doctors were prejudged 
guilty, regardless of the medical 
merits of the case. He said that 
medical colleagues found it dan- 
gerous to attempt to protect an 
“enemy of the people.”
